The H.-D, on Socks. 


It is needless to say that every effort 


on the part of the Herald-Despatch to 
discuss any matter involving the tariff is 
a deplorable failure. The public has Ion? 
since discovered this fact, yet the H.-J), 
hoe (ailed to profit by its frequent mis- 
takes and goes at it again. This time it 
takes up the itt»ni of hosiery as affected 
by the tariff 
It Ural etatms tuut the new 


duty on cotton hosiery WHS intended to 
give to tha American manufacture a 
complete monopoly of the hoeieiy trade. 
Tbis statement i'. roiikes from thu Sock- 
less Simpson standpoint, with double 
emphnsie on the manufacturer. 
Every 


boy, except peihaps the H.-D., known 
that the h miis of workingmen and not 
tho hand of the manufacturer makes the 
hosiery, and if it was intended to give 
any one a monopoly of the hosiery trade 
it was to give it to the American work- 
inqrnan. But it was not the purpose of 
those who framed tbe tariff bill to make 
the new duty prohibitory. 
It was their 


purpose to put a tariff on tbe article of 
foreign hoieoiy and not on the American 
article, and it was intended that that 
tariff should be high enough to make up 
the difference between the labor cost in 
thia country and that of foreign coun- 
tries, taking always into consideration, 
where it was true, any profits above 
reasonable profits tho foreigner enforced 
upon the American buyer. 


The H.-D. then announces that the 


foreigner, regardless ot the advance in 
tariff rates on these goods, ie selling 
them as cheap as he sold them before. 
This seems to be a new discovery on the 
part of the H.-D. The facts are, and 
they hava bee i so well established that 
protectionists always consider them in 
framing a tariff bill, that in ninpty-nine 
oases in a hundred this ip ttio natural re- 
sult of a protective tariff.

When Napoleon I in behalf of France 


carried \var to Switzerland he found 
in one of tho cantons there an ancient 
convent. During tho course of the war 
this convent was destroyed, and tho 
bell that hang iu its tower was carried 
off as a trophy by the conqueror. The 
bell was at that tiiuo reputed to be sev- 
eral hundred years old. It was cast of 
copper and bilvor. The silver, according 
to the custom of tho times, was contrib- 
uted by the peasants of tho canton, who 
bolieved that their prayers and prospects
